Moreover, exchange o-f software and personal experiences with computer 
uill be taKen into cons iderat ion .

During 1984 some projects relaiing "thè use o-f computer in 
utology bave been started in Italy. 

Besides simple applications as mail 1 ists and speci-fic 
b ib 1 iograph ies, special e-f-forts haue been directed touards thè 
establishment ot catalogues ot UFO euents. 

Computer owned by Hai ian utologists are essentially oi tuo 
Kinds ! Commodore B4 < at least 8/9 ) and Apple 11 ( 6/7 ). Moreover 

someone has access to more soph ist icated systems as PC IBM, OLIVETTI 
M-ae & M-24, lBM/34 and others. 


Mere is a briet summary o-f thè chie-f ones s 


On a Texas Instruments 990/1 haue been stored all Hai ian cases 
happened in thè 80's. Each entry presenta date, hour, place and 
province, c 1 ass i-f icat ion and avaiable sources. 

Some statistica! analyses haue already been carried out on thè 
uhole sample, uhich contains IFO euents too. The major aim o-f such a 
uorK, edited by E.Russo in Turin, is to Keep constantly updated thè 
Hai ian casuistry of thè last years on a computer. 


IHi Employing thè same preuious computer and thè same database 
program, P.Fiorino is -finishing his oun catalogue o-f Hai ian CES 
euents . 

About 300 euents and thousands o-f sources haue been stored -for 
this uorK, including also hoaxes and contactee claims. 


■■ C.U.N. ( Centro U-fologico Nazionale > - thè Hai ian biggest group 
- started a Project -for thè computer izat ion o-f Hai ian casuistry by a 
"netuorK* o-f Commodore-64. Hai ian u-fologists ouning such a machine 
receiued a common database through uhich they should store their locai 
UFO casuistry ( on prouincial or ragionai basis >.

Entries presene all their -f undamental data : date, hour, place, 
province, c 1 ass i-f icat ion and sources. 

According to thè Project, at least £57. o-f Knoun Hai ian UFO 
casuistry ( that is some thousands o-f cases ) uould bave to be avaiable 
on computer within thè end o-f 1985. Data uill be avaiable to anyone 
through -floppy disK or cassette s some -files are ready at moment. 

-.-As thè C-64 micro-corrfuter doesn't allou to develop cornp. ex 
statistica! analyses on large mass o-f data, C.U.N. members are looK^ng 
-for a suitable inter-face and so-ftuare able to trans-fer data -from C-64 
to a more power-fu 1 personal computer < Apple Ile, PC IBM, etc. ). 


KE M.Verga establ ished a computerized version o-f his own ITACAT ( 
Hai ian Catalogue o-f Type-1 events ) on a Commodore 64. 

H is structured on a -f our-pr ogr ams series, including a detailed 
presentation (several pages o-f in-formation directly on thè screen ! ) 

and a pouer-ful special database, able to process thè 4£5 entries in any 

uay < enter, correct , print, sort, order, etc. ). Special care has 

been devoted to graphic, so that a color TV or monitor is strongly 
r e c 0 mme n d e d . 

The uhole program is integrated by a ur itten explanation about 
generai in-formation on ITACAT and hou to use thè so-ftuare. 


nS M.Verga prepared other tuo catalogue o-f Hai ian sightings : both 
are structured on a series o-f prograsms 1 iKe ITACAT. Database programs 
are pratically thè same. 

The -f irst one is thè catalogue o-f Hai ian Type-1 "negative" ( IFO 
) events, including about 100 entries ; thè second one is thè catalogue 
o-f Hai ian 160 or so trace cases. 

All these three series o-f programs bave been developed as simple 
re-ference uorK, able to give a certain number o-f in-formation about thè 
reported cases. This uas thè sole objective o-f thè author , as he didn't 
agree much uith thè -full cod i-f icat ion o-f uitness UFO experiences.

LEFT MARGIN 5 
RIGHT MARGIN 75 
TEXT LENGHT 55 
JUSTIFICATION on 

HEADINGS/FODTIhiGS at tuo spaces -from start/bottom oi page 


Texts uritten by . other .Kind o-f computer should adopt thè aboue 
mentioned standards too. 


Authors are inuiited to supply - together uith a printed copy - thè 
•file generated by thè word-processor pn a -floppy disk or cassette. 

C-64 -files could be suppl ìed uithout printed uersion, but thè latter is 
aluays pre-ferred. 


Papers composed on a normal typeuriter - besides hauìng thè above 
mentioned requirements - should be doublé spaced. Euentual sKetches and 
dìagrams uould haue to be uery clear and located on a dif-ferent sheet, 
in order to maKe their reproduction easier. 


All papers must be uritten in English : except ional1y, French language 
could be accepted.
